Below are some more details for additions to the website proposal. Hopefully this will help, please let me know if more
- details are needed:

* The result of a search must give programs and contacts that fit the scope of a business -> needs
to ask the right questions to find the right programs, such as: business industry, stage of the
business (start-up, early stage, mature, etc.), number of employees, and anything else that may
be needed to determine the best fit for programs. Note: this wouldn't be completely defined until a
programmer gets involved and determines the correct characteristics to ask for.

* Could have two different search methods, one similar to what Commerce currently has which

leads to a very broad listing of programs available, the other more detailed and used to find exact
program matches.

* The template created for local entities would offer the same search method as above, but include
customizable sections for links to local government and programs as well as a local
heading/banner. The thought is to give local entities a website that shows and promotes local

programs, but that also ties into the statewide database with information on all ED programs,
which is held by Commerce.

In reading the proposal over, | think that it just needs some more thoughts on the overall vision, including what is in the
LRB analysis, to include the thoughts of providing better matches for queries on ED programs, providing a template that

would be used state-wide by local entities so their constituents can search for available programs from their local website,
and the ability for Commerce to track ED trends.

Again, feel free to call to discuss. We're wanting to introduce these two shortly and | need to get them out for co-
sponsorship memos.
